Washing to n, June 1 
(JP)—Pres­ 
ident Ro o sev elt asked co ng ress 
to day to sto p tax do dg ing “ by a 
mino rity o f v ery rich indiv id­ 
uals.” 
The chief ex ecutiv e, in a mes­ 
sag e say ing ev asio n by the 
wealthy shifts the tax lo ad to 
tho se less able to pay , urg ed leg ­ 
islatio n at this sessio n “ specific­ 
ally and ex clusiv ely aimed at 
making the present tax structure 
ev asio n-pro o f.” 
“ We face a challeng e to the 
po wer o f the g o v ernment to co l­ 
lect, unifo rmly , fairly and with­ 
o ut discriminatio n, tax es based 
o n statutes ado pted by co ng ress,” 
he said. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt declared the full 
po w*er o f the g o v ernment wo uld 
be thro wn behind a treasury in­ 
v estig atio n o f inco me tax ev asio n 
and av o idance. He asked autho r­ 
izatio n to ex pand the inquiry , 
g iv ing the treasury full po wer to 
summo n witnesses and co mpel 
testimo ny . 
The president transmitted a 
preliminary repo rt o n the in­ 
v estig atio n, and ex pressed co n­ 
fidence co ng ress wo uld share 
with him a feeling o f indig natio n 
at finding s o f ev asio n. 
The repo rt, he said, “ rev eals 
effo rts at av o idance and ev asio n 
o f tax liability , so widespread 
and so amazing in their bo ldness 
and their ing enuity , that further 
actio n witho ut delay seems im­ 
perativ e.”

and it is just as important that we preserve for 
future generations our sound and traditional 
American democracy , according to Dan W. Gil­ 
bert, who writes in the National Republic Mag­ 
azine under the title “ Protect the Rights of 
Youth.” In part, Mr. Gilbert say s: 
“ Edmund Burke said that society is a sacred 
contract between the present, the future and the 
past. In a real sense, the present is simply a trus­ 
tee for the past, whose duty it is to pass on to 
the future the fruits of the past, plus its own ad­ 
ditions to this heritage. The constitutional herit­ 
age. of liberty with which the present is blessed 
is not its own to do with as it sees fit. It was 
preserved for and handed down to men by those 
who lived before them. People living today have 
the obligation to pass on to people unborn the 
blessings of this liberty bequeathed to all ‘pos­ 
terity ’ by the fathers of the American republic. 
“ Under constitutional democracy , the people 
can do almost any thing they wish. But there are 
some things they cannot do. There is no right 
under democracy to destroy democracy . People 
living today have no right to deny to generations 
unborn the right of recourse to the ballot box . 
The ballot box may not be used to outlaw free 
franchise. Free speech may not be used to de­ 
stroy free speech. 
“ The ordinary American sense of fair play 
should make it clear that the present is obliged 
to respect the right of the future. But it must be 
recognized that there is abroad in our land, as 
never before, a political ex pression of the pagan 
philosophy of ‘eat, drink and be merry , for to­ 
morrow we die.’ There are certain influential 
demagogues, masquerading as ‘progressives,’ who 
would ‘cash in’ the ‘blessings of liberty ’ for what­ 
ever temporary profit they would bring. 
“ But, why should ‘conservation’ be confined to 
natural resources? Why should it not be ex tend­ 
ed and applied to spiritual resources? Our Con­ 
stitution represents the finest cry stallization of 
the influence of Christianity upon dozens of gen­ 
erations of Anglo-Sax on people. It is a priceless, 
irreplaceable heritage. Every single guaranty and 
‘blessing’ of liberty enshrined in the Constitution 
was born of the sacrifice and suffering of our 
forefathers. By bitter ex perience, our antece­ 
dents learned that an independent judiciary is 
the only enduring safeguard of freedom. Why 
should we not preserve, at all costs, the invalu­ 
able fruits of our forebears’ strivings and suffer­ 
ings in the field of political science? We con­ 
serve, protect and value the railroads and canals 
which our fathers built. Yet, there are some who 
wish to tear down the infinitely more precious 
structure of constitutional government which 
is our most priceless heritage. 
“ For the sake of the future, self-control and 
sacrifice are two qualities which every generation 
must practice. Conservation of any thing is al­ 
way s at the ex pense of the present, for the bene­ 
fit of the future. So far as living Americans are 
concerned, laws protecting wild life are a distinct 
nuisance and hindrance. By making the y ear 
around ‘open season’ for all forms of hunting 
and fighting, present-day sportsmen could enjoy 
themselves much more fully .”
